Oddities « Visit to This Gigantlo 
Planet Would Disclose, 

If Uranus, which is a xtur of about 
the sixth maguitude, were a planet 
Hke*thowe little ones called asteroids, 
| which are being diacovgred by the 
dozevu every year, it could not bave 
much claim upon popular attention, 
but Uranus fs really a giguntic world, 
| more than sixty times as large as ours. 
Its vant distance, about 1,700,000,000 
Miles from the earth, is what cuuses 
it to look so small. 
| Uranus bas four moons, which re- 
‘ volve backward in thelr orbits—tbat ts 
to sny, they revolve from euxt to west 
around Uranus, while Oranns goes, 
| Uke all the other planets, from west to 
east around the sun.
